In “Avalanche” (Lire, Feb. 5) you 
refer to the recent disaster in Swit- 
zerland which took 225 lives as being 
the “worst avalanche toll of modern 
times.” 

On Dec, 13, 1916, in the eastern 
Alps, 105 avalanches descended on 
thousands of Italian and Austrian 
troops which had been maneuvering 
against each other and were located, 
for strategic reasons, in the valleys. 
‘The snow cannonaded down, filling 
the valleys from wall to wall, killing all 
of both armies, This was the greatest 
mountain disaster of modern times.

The U.S. is not free from the ava- 
lanche problem and the Forest Service 
has to cope with it on several Western 
ski areas. 

‘Tomake slopes safe for skiinga tech- 
nique for predicting and controlling 
avalanches has been developed by 
“snow rangers” in the Wasatch Na- 
tional Forest in Utah. By evaluating 
“avalanche factors” such as amount 
‘of new snow, rate of snowfall, density, 
wind force, ete., snow rangers are able 
to determine when pes are un 
safe. When conditions are dangerous 
they employ one of three methods to 
start an avalanche and thus rid the 
slopes of the hazard. One method is to 
have a ranger ski across the “fracture 
line” high up on the slope; his weight 
crossing the unstable snow sets it in 
motion. Another method is to set off a 
charge of explosives. The third meth- 
od, which is the safest and only means 
of clearing some slopes of “avalanche 


snow,” is to release the slide by firing 
75-mm shells into it. 
The first photograph (below) shows 
a giant avalanche roaring down Utah, 
Mountain six seconds after snow rang- 
ers have bombarded a suspended wind 
slab area with a 75-mm shell. The sec- 
ond picture of the snow racing to the 
bottom of the slope was taken just four 
seconds after the first.

GO 10 A GREAT FIGHT 


‘At9 p.m. C.S.T. on St. Valentine’s Day the eyes of one fifth of the popula- 
tion of the U.S. were focused on a brightly lighted, 20x20-foot square of 
canvas. It was the prizefight ring in Chicago Stadium and the occasion 
was a fight between Jake La Motta, champion, and Sugar Ray Robinson, 
challenger, for the middleweight title. In the record audience of 30 million 
—14,802 on the scene and the rest clustered around television in 39 
states—none was more tense than two young women whosat uneasily at the 
ringside. Vicki La Motta, her husband a 7-2 underdog, fidgeted in the third 
row. Jake had never been knocked down in 95 fights but had lost four of 
his five fights with Robinson. Edna Mae Robinson sat on another side of the 
ring. Her husband had lost but one fight in 123 and that one to La Motta. 

What happened during the next 50 minutes was graphically reflected 


in the faces of these two women (following pages). La Motta forced the 
fight. He trudged forward, swinging from a low crouch. He brought blood 
from Robinson's nose. La Motta was ahead as the 9th round began, but 

paced himself. After being pinned against the ropes 
for 20 dramatic seconds in the 1th round (p. 21), Robinson counterat- 
tacked. By the 12th round La Motta was all but defenseless. In the 13th 
the referee mercifully stopped the fight and Sugar Ray Robinson was 
the middleweight champion. For days afterward, in elevators and lunch- 
rooms, on trains and street corners, Americans everywhere discussed it 
with the excitement of people who had seen a prizefight that had every- 
thing—an underdog who went out ahead, a sudden turn in the tide, an un- 
believable display of gameness and a great fighter winning a championship.

AMERICA'S JUST CAUSE 


SENATOR DUFF MAKES SENSE 


Senator James H. Duff of Pennsylvania is a 
smart and successful Republican. Last week, 
speaking up on military aid to Western Europe, 
he made excellent sense when he said: 

“Getting Western Europe on our side, and 
even more, denying it to the Russians, is a vital 
United States interest. 

“Tt is wrong to say, ‘The Europeans aren’t 
doing enough, let’s pull out. 

“Tt is equally wrong to retort, ‘The Euro- 
peans are doing fine, so let's help them.’ 

“Tt is correct to say, "The Europeans are not 
doing enough. Neither are we. Let us urge them 
to do more, and do more ourselves—because 
all of our lives depend upon what happens.’ ” 


KEEP THE RECORD STRAIGHT 


‘The President says that General MacArthur 
has the authority to decide when and whether 
U.N. troops shall cross Korea’s 38th Parallel 
again. General MacArthur says the question 
is academic at the moment—his forces have all 
they can do south of the Parallel. People every 
where pay close because of a wide 
spread impression that crossing the Parallel and 
driving into North Korea last October brought 
the Chinese Communists into the war. There 
is a related impression that the British govern- 
ment, among others, was wise before the event 
and opposed the northward drive. It is time the 
record was set straight on both points. 

The Peking government's decision to inter- 
vene was reached in the second week of August 
—hefore the Inchon landings, before anyone 
could know tha forces would ever cross 
the Parallel inese Communists so de- 
cided because it was by then apparent to them 
that the North Korean army was going to be 
beaten, A Chinese Nationalist intelligence re- 
port to this effect, received from Peking on Sept. 
21, was ignored at the time, But in hindsight it 
stands up completely, As for the British atti- 
tude, Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin was all 
for going as rapidly and as far as possible into 
North Korea; he was downright contemptuous 
of any suggestion that the Chinese Commu- 
nists might be coming into the war. None of this 
excuses the error of failing to anticipate Com- 
munist China’s intervention. But it is well to re- 
member now that the error did not bring Com- 
munist China into the war. Communist China 
is in the war because the Communist system 
of which it is a part is determined to have all 
of Asia and is willing to fight for all of Asia. 
Nearly everyone concerned overlooked or for- 
got this fact last year in Korea. Let it not be 
forgotten again. 
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GEORGE WASHINGTON SAW THAT IT WAS THE DEFENSE OF LIBERTY 


Every American knows why we celebrate 
Washington's birthday. He was, in the great 
old words, the Father of his Country. He 
was first in war, first in peace and first in the 
hearts of his countrymen. Above all he was, 
in his time and place, the inspired spokesman 

i George Washington 
knew his country, divined its potentialities 
and dedicated himself to the perfection of its 
destiny. Today, a century and a half after 
his death, his understanding of America is 
still acutely alive. It is worth evoking now. 

Remember the look of America in 1789, 
the year Washington was inaugurated as 
first President of the United States. Four 
million people were scattered through the 
13 former colonies. Then, as now, it was wide- 
ly believed that Providence alone kept the 
tates from splitting into so many bickering, 
pointless principalities. Perhaps Providence 
did take a hand. For on the scene was a re- 
markable company of leaders. We are famil- 
with their names—Washington, Frank- 
Jefferson, Hamilton, Madison, Jay, Mor- 
ris, Adams and many others. Not so familiar 
is the sense of purpose which they shared. In 
the face of overwhelming odds they held to 
the belief that America had a unique mean- 
ing in the progress of mankind. It was to be 
more than a confederation or another na- 
tion. The men who labored to build the “more 
perfect union” knew that their country had 
a mission to perform. 

No one saw this more clearly than’ Wash- 
ington, the leader among leaders. His first 
inaugural address proclaimed both the mis- 
sion and the challenge. ‘The preservation of 
the sacred fire of liberty, and the destiny of 
the Republican model of Government, ate 
justly considered as deeply, perhaps as final- 
ly staked, on the experiment entrusted to 
the hands of the American people.” It was 
this quality of awareness aa pride that had 
drawn Washington from the kindly lawns 
of Mount Vernon to the harsh camp at Val- 
ley Forge. It was this sense of direction that 
had steered him to Philadelphia for the forg- 
ing of the Constitution. And it was this call 
to duty that in 1789 brought him from re- 
tirement to take his greatest command. 

Washington’s immediate job, don’t for- 
fits was to give form and substance to the 

residency. The Constitution defined the 
separation of powers and reserved to the ex- 
ecutive certain specific rights. But there were 
no precedents, no rulebooks to guide the 
President. It was up to him to organize a gov- 
ernment and lay down a code of conduct for 
the office, knowing that his acts would have 
“great and durable consequences. 

He understood that in the Presidency he 
was the representative of all his country- 
men. The party system as we know it was 
yet to grow, and later Presidents could not 
place themselves so wholly above party as 
he did at the start. Even he had to dispense 
patronage. But he was ever resolute in plac- 
ing capacity above friendship, character 
above kinship. His nephew, Bushrod, was 
told off in no uncertain terms when he asked 


for a job. “My political conduct in nomina- 
tions, even if I were uninfluenced by prin- 
ciple, must be exceedingly circumspect and 
proof against just criticism; for the eyes of 
Argus are upon me.” 

He was never afraid to lead. Hamilton’s 
plan for a national bank set off the nation’s 
first constitutional crisis, The constitution 
said nothing about a national bank and there 
was doubt that Congress and the new Fed- 
eral Government had the power to set up 
such a bank. To Washington the issue was 
r. National stability was founded on sol- 
ency, and a bank was necessary. Boldly ex- 
ercising the “implied powers” of the consti- 
tution, he supported Hamilton and signed 
the bank Jaw. 

Distillers, refusing to pay a new excise 
tax on whisky, brought about another crisis 
which endangered the infant government. 
“There never was a law yet made,” Wash- 
ington then wrote, “that hit the taste ex- 
actly of every man. ...” Again: “If the laws 
are to be so trampled upon with impunity, 
and a minority . . . is to dictate to the major- 
ity, there is an end put, at one stroke, to re- 
publican government.” Washington called 
out the militia and the Whisky Rebellion 
collapsed. 

The President who shaped a working gov- 
ernment was no less the leader in orienting 
his fledgling country to the world. Wash- 
ington’s admonition to avoid “entangling 
alliances” has become a shibboleth of puny 
minds. It is supposed that his concept of 
America was of a Garden of Eden, walled off 
against the world. Nothing could be more 
distorted. The entanglements he distrusted 
were entanglements of the moment. Time 
and again he expressed his broader view of 
an America aware of and responsive to the 
world around it, as when he wrote in 1795, 
“Nothing short of self-respect, and that jus- 
tice which is essential to a national charac- 
ter, ought to involve us in war; for sure I am, 
if this country is preserved in tranquillity 
twenty years longer, it may bid defiance in 
a just cause to any power whatever; such in 
that time will be its population, wealth and 
resources.” On another occasion he said, “If 
we desire to avoid insult, we must be able to 
repel it; if we desire to secure peace .. . it 
must be known, that we are at all times ready 
for war.” 

Time has taken nothing from the Ameri- 
can proposition espoused by Washington. 
But it is all too evident—it is too bad—that 
the living Americans who must express and 
forward this proposition pay less and less 
attention to him. Too few turn nowadays 
to Washington, to his works and to his words 
for a renewed knowledge and understand- 
ing of what this country is all about. If more 
Americans did turn oftener to Washington, 
there would be no need of reminders that 
this country has a larger mission than safety, 
a larger destiny than the illusory security 
which some would seek by withdrawal from 
the fields where the “just cause” of today 
must be defended.

THE BEST LIGHT TANK 


The Army uncovers its secret new 1-41 for Truman 


One day last week President Truman announced that he was going to visit 
the Army's Aberdeen Proving Ground and told the reporters that any- 
body who wanted to fire a bazooka or be fired at could come along. In this 
casual way the Commander in Chief announced one of the year’s most im- 
portant military previews—the first showing of some of the Army’s finest 
and newest weapons, At Aberdeen the World War I captain of artillery saw 
improved mortars, new jeeps and machine guns. But most impressive of 
all, he saw a trim light tank which represented a revolution in U.S. tank 
design. This was the brand-new T-41 which the Army calls the world’s best 
light tank and which is now going into production. What makes the T-41 
really revolutionary is that, unlike World War II tanks, it is the first U.S. 
tank to be built aroundagun instead of an engine. Itis, in reality, a40-mph 
gun platform—built primarily for reconnaissance. The gun, a fast-firing 
supervelocity 76-mm, has more armor-piercing power than the 85-mm gun 
in Russia’s T-34 medium tank, is automatically stabilized so that it holds 
on the target even when tank is pitching and tossing, The Army named it 
the Walker Bulldog after its Korean hero, the late General Walton Walker.

EINSTEIN'S GRAIN WAVES 


They are charted to learn how a genius thinks 


The world’s most celebrated living genius lay on a small cot in Princeton 
as tiny metal electrodes were attached to his scalp, up his nostrils and 
against his eardrums. Albert Einstein was serving as a guinea pig for some 
ambitious experiments on the brain, What the experimenters wanted to 
learn was what mechanism in the brain of a genius allows him to think 
through problems too complex for an average man. To chart the brain 
waves, they measured the electric currents that pulse through the brain, 
recorded them in the form of a graph. How the brain works is shown by the 
frequency, height and grouping of the recorded waves. After comparing 
Einstein’s brain waves (right) with those of ordinary people (above), they 
offered their theory: they believe that in the genius many separate groups 
of brain cells work on a problem at once. Then his mind tunes in on one 
group of cellsafter another in rapid succession, scanning the entire brain for 
the correct answers like a radar search antenna scanning the sky for planes.

YOUNG CRIMINALS 


Novices discover library research is not enough 


A few times during the past three years Charles Plemmons and Downer 
Tromenhauser of Detroit were picked up—and released—on suspicion 
of having stolen automobiles and burglarized apartments. But to the two 
boys, who are now 18, this was just kid stuff, not much more interesting 
than the automobile production lines where they worked off and on. Their 
ambitions ran to having a big gang like John Dillinger's and to commit- 
ting “perfect” crimes, like the million-dollar Brink’s robbery in Boston 
last year. Then they could hide out in New York, eat at such places as 
Toots Shor’s and El Morocco and live on the fat of the land. 

But how do two young punks with small-time police records get into 
bigtime crime busi Tromenhauser thought he knew. For months he 
haunted the public library and read everything he could find on crime. 
He took notes which eventually developed into a double notebook writ- 

longhand. It was a thoroughgoing primer on how to be a successful 
criminal. The manual covered a lot of ground: how to rob people on the 
street; how to break into homes; how to pick locks and blow safes; how to 
act during commission of the crime; how to use legal loopholes, if caught. 
But all this research went for naught. Apparently not having consulted 
their manual, the boys got rattled when trying to rob a candy shop in 
Detroit and fled without getting any mone’ ey went to Chicago, but 
wrote letters back to Detroit and were subsequently picked up by the FBI.

HOW LITTLE A-BOMBS MAY WORK 


Observers now agree that most of the A-bombs set off in Nevada must 
have been tactical bombs or atomic artillery shells. Previously this 
use of nuclear fission for small explosions had been thought impossible 
because of a factor called the “critical mass.” The critical mass is the 
amount of fissionable material necessary to make a chain reaction pos- 
sible and cause an atomic explosion, The diagram at top left above 
shows what happens when a critical mass of plutonium or U-235 is 
assembled. A stray neutron coming into the mass causes one of the 
atoms to disintegrate, releasing neutrons which produce more fissi 

and more neutrons. Though some neutrons escape the mass enough are 
left to keep up the reaction. Up to now A-bombs used a large amount 
of material, producing explosions so destructive that nothing short of 
a city would be a worthwhile target. If smaller amounts of fissionable 
material were used (diagram, upper right), so many neutrons escaped 
that the chain reaction died out before any explosion could occur. The 
solution the atomic scientists tested successfully in Nevada may be 
that explained in the lower diagram above, Here a small amount of 
fissionable material is surrounded by a reflector of a dense substance. 
Escaping neutrons bounce back from it, keep the reaction going and 
cause an explosion smaller than the conventional A-bomb. This explo- 
sive could be used tactically, dropped from an airplane, carried by 
a rocket or fired as a shell by some such mechanism as shown below.

HOW CARNEGIE FITS SUIT 


To achieve the approved “little” look, this spring's suits need more 
careful altering than the old casual style. Below, Hattie Carnegie su- 
pervises the fitting of a moderately priced suit with basically good lines 
and fine tweed fabric (Loeb & Hoch, $70). Chief points to notice: The 
collar, which stood away from back of neck, is taken in to lie flat. The 
shoulders were already small enough but jacket seam from armhole to 
waist is nipped in to smooth line. Side seams of skirt are moved forward 
so fabric does not cling too tightly to the body. Cuffed sleeves and hem 
are shortened.

In Washington this week the Smithsonian Institution is placing 
on permanent exhibition a group of 17 shadowy, moonlit paint- 
ings by Albert Ryder as.a tribute to a man regarded by critics as 
one of the few truly great American artists. Despite such critical 
acclaim few of Ryder’s countrymen know anything about his 
curious life. Here is his story, the story of an American genius.

a man who had been living in contented obscurity. Journalistsand oth- 
er curious people who came to the tenement where he lived on West 15th 
Street, New York to see what the great man looked like were prepared, 
of course, to find an artist living in appropriate surroundings of bohe- 


l: the late 1890s a couple of canvases by Albert Pinkham Ryder were 


gray-bearded man in disheveled clothing puttering over an eas: 
mountainous heaps of rubbish and junk. Before he could open the door, 
the old man had to spend at least a quarter of an hour clearing a path 
to it. Shredded wallpaper hung in streamers from the ceiling. The floor 
was covered to a depth of at least two feet by accumulated debris: stacks 


of old newspapers, parcels of laundry, tomato cans, trunks, picture frames, 
crocks, tin pails, heaps of ashes from the small stove Ryder used for heat- 
ing and cooking, cheese rinds, milk bottles, a dried fish head, spools of 
thread, an old loaf of bread, chunks of coal and an assortment of dead 
ice that had remained in their traps for months. This mass was covered 
with a patina consisting of dust and drippings of oil paint and varnish. 
Ryder appeared to regard this remarkable hoard with anxious affection, 
When a friend hopefully suggested removing a bag of old cheese rinds, 
the old man begged with tears in his eyes that it be left where it was. An- 
other friend wanted to remove a heavy layer of dust from the head of a 
bust of Shakespeare that stood on the floor; Ryder said he liked it that 
way. Whenever close friends suggested renting new, clean studio for him 
or undertaking a thorough house cleaning of his quarters, Ryder exhibited 
genuine apprehension. 

The old man had once had a cot to sleep on. In an effort to rid it of 
bedbugs, he had doused it with naphtha and then started a fire that burned 
the bed and nearly cremated Ryder himself. Since then he had slept on 
an old window shade on the floor, covering himself in winter with a heap 
of moth-eaten overe

from time to time whatever raw materials happened to be around 
—bits of meat, apples, peanuts, cereals, bread crusts. When it oc- 
curred to him that he was hungry he dipped a cup into the pot and 
ate until he was filled. Though he was by nature a massively built 
and vigorous man, his absent-minded attitude toward eating left 
him in a more or less continual state of weakness through malnu- 
trition. He suffered from gout, which he tried to cure by taking long 
walks at night. He also suffered from stomach trouble; on the advice 
of a neighboring bartender he once sought relief by drinking beer 
and eating clam chowder until he vomited. 

Ryder kept his valuables—cash, checks and poetry he had writ- 
ten—under the seat of his dilapidated armel hair It was very handy, 
he used to explain. Ryder was by no means impoverished. He fre- 
quently gave money away to panhandlers. But he was bafiled by 
the methods by which men acquire and dispose of it. Once a friend 
told him how to cash a check he had kept around the place for several 
months. Ryder was so impressed by his friend’s knowledge of bank- 
ing procedure that he referred to him afterward in awed tones as 
a great financier. 

In one corner of his establishment, beside two windows looking 
out over a court filled with ash cans, Ryder worked by the hour over 
his paintings. Because his weak eyes 
suffered from the glare of the sun, he 
frequently worked at night by arti- 
ficial light. He labored intermittent- 
ly as long as 20 years on a single pic- 
ture, laying on suce e coats of 
paintlike the varnish onan old violin, 
seraping it off again, adding and sub- 
tracting figures and objects, moving 
thecomposition’s focus of interest all 
over thecanvas. Heseemed less inter- 
ested in producing a painting than in 
the act of painting itself. His pictures 
developed gradually by a strange 
process of accretion and improvi- 
sation. He had an explanation for 
his patient, groping methods: “Have 
you ever seen an inchworm craw] up 
a leaf or a twig and then, clinging to 
the very end, revolve in the air, feeling for something to reach? 
‘That’s like me. I am trying to find something out there beyond the 
place on which I have a footing.” 

Ryder was very shy about showing his work to strangers and 
had a horror of meeting anybody but a few old friends. When they 
came to see him he would rummage in the debris around his easel 
and emerge with a picture or two to show them. Before he showed 
it, he would wash it in dirty water or kerosene; sometimes he would 
spit on it and rub it vigorously with the worn sleeve of his coat. 

"They say it isn’t good for them,” he would remark apologetically, 
“but it will brighten it up so that you can sce it.” 

This portrait of an old and ailing eccentric, living like a benign 
squirrel in a disordered hayloft and squinting nocturnally over a 
never-completed task, is nearly all that is recorded about the physi- 
cal man Albert Pinkham Ryder. The rest consists of a few dates, a 
few names of people who had known him in his youth, a few letters 
and a few random and disconnected memories that have survived 
in the minds of acquaintances. Ryder was born in New Bedford, 
Mass. in 1847; he died in Elmhurst, Long Island in 1917. By the 
time he was celebrated enough to attract the attention of biogra- 
phers he was already a slightly fuzzy-minded old hermit, with his 
best years of painting behind him, with few friends who really 
knew anything about him and with a complete lack of interest 
in his own past. 

Fortunately another, far more important expression of Ryder's 
personality survives in 150-odd small, shadowy paintings that are 
the bequest of his artistic career. Today these paintings, in the eyes 
of most critics, rank him as certainly the most original, and prob- 
ably the greatest, painter America has produced. There is nothing 
in the paintings that reflects the bustling world of New York that 
Ryder actually inhabited. They depict a world of their own, made 
up of such diverse, visionary elements as classic Greek architecture, 
mythological beings from Wagner, characters from Shakespeare, 
biblical incidents, imaginary impressions of historical personages,

allusions to romantic literature, weird forest scenes and seascapes, 
horses, moonlight. 

Inan era when nearly all fashionable and successful art was occu- 
pied with some facet of realism, Ryder turned his back on the real 
world and painted purely out of his own imagination. In man: 
his mind was more closely attuned to such American writers as P: 
Hawthorne and Melville than to his contemporaries in the field 
of painting. Yet Ryder, unlike his great contemporary Winslow 
Homer, was not primari y an illustrator. He used ideas from liter- 
ature mere points of departure for imaginative creations of 
his own. His Forest of Arden (p.90), for example, was suggested by 
Shakespeare and, according to Roles himself, was somewhat in- 
fluenced by the landscape of Bronx Park. But there is very little in 
the picture that recalls either of these sources. The important thing 
about the painting is the subtle element of Ryder’s own poetic feel- 
ing, which makes the whole scene seem charged with a dreamlike 
sense of mystery and drama, 

The old fountain in Ryder’s Temple of the Mind (p. 91) was copied 
from a postcard a friend had received from Italy. The subject of 
the picture is taken, according to Ryder’s statement, from a poem 
of Edgar Allan Poe’ called "The Haunted Palace.” Yet there is noth- 
ing in the painting that suggests the elements described in Poe’s 
poem except perhaps the curious air of brooding reverie that Poe 
and Ryder had in common. Ryder painted what was in his mind 
rather than what was before his He made his pictures vehicles 
for personal emotion rather than observation. 

Though he was a master of design, it was his preoccupation with 
emotion and mood that endowed Ryder’s paintings with their pe- 
culiar power. They actually depict a dream world filled with his 
own memories. His landscapes look like memories of landscapes 
rather than literal reproductions of nature. When he painted a boat 
it became not merely a boat but a remembered emotion: a symbol 
of human loneliness before the grandeur, mystery and tré eachery of 
eteenth century critics called this ‘ort of painting “ro- 
m.” Later, after great painters like Vi ent van Gogh had 
contributed to it, Central European artists made a “school” of this 
approach to art and called it “expressionism.” Still more recently 
the surrealists took over some features of the romantic and expres- 
sionist styles and justified them by modern psychological theories. 


(left) reveals haphazard undercoat of paint, no modeling of forms. 
Over past 15 years Goodrich has examined more than 400 paintings attributed 
to Ryder, has discovered 250 forgeries. His research, on which Lire’s article 
draws extensively, forms the basis of a book by Goodrich to be published next 
year. It will provide the first comprehensive authentication of Ryder’s work. 


There was, however, nothing particularly new even in Ryder’s 
about depicting poetic fantasy or dreams in paint, Ryder was mer 
ly ignoring the material world in favor of a world of deeper reality 
which had always been familiar to poets but which remained undis- 
covered by science until the appearance of Sigmund Freud. 

To Ryder (as to Van Gogh and many other highly imaginative 
geniuses) the fantastic life of the imagination tended to take prec- 
edence over actuality. It is not at all surprising that he was, by 
everyday standards, a remarkably eccentric man. It might even 
be questioned whether the real Ryder was the aging derelict in the 

15th Street tenement or the visionary who existed only in the paint- 
os Certainly in Ryder’s own eyes there was nothing particularly 
real about the squalor that surrounded him. “TI never see all this 
he remarked once to a visitor, “unless someone comes to see me. 

In an interview with a reporter the old man described how his 
incredibly cluttered hovel overlooking the courtyard full of ash 
cans looked to him. “I have two windows in my workshop,” he said, 
“that look out upon an old garden whose great trees se their 
green-laden branches over the casement sills, filtering a network of 
light and shadow on the bare boards of my floor. Beyond the low 
rooftops of neighboring houses sweeps the eternal firmament with 
its ever-changing panorama of mystery and beauty. I would not ex- 
change these two windows for a palace with less a vision than this 
old garden with its whispering leafage. . . .” 


New England boyhood 


OME elements in Ryder’s paintings were undoubtedly in- 
spired by childhood memories: his nostalgic feeling for New 
England landscape, his love of horses and his awed sense of the mys- 
tery of the sea. His people were Cape Cod Yankees who settled in 
New Bedford when that port was still a very active center of the 
whaling industry. His mother, a beautiful woman, came from a 
Barnstable family named Cobb. His father, the son of a Yarmouth 
carpenter, had moved without auspicious success through a variety 
of jobs and had wound up as a minor official of the port of New Bed- 
ford, running a fuel business on the side. 

Ryder had three older brothers: William, Edward and Preserved. 
William went into the restaurant business in New York. The other 
two brothers went to sea—Edward as a whaler, Preserved as an 
ensign in the U.S. Navy—and were regarded by Ryder as rather

heroic characters. There was also an old white horse named Char- 
ley, who was to become the prototype of numerous white horses in 
Ryder’s canvases (p. 88). 

The only formal education Ryder ever got was at New Bedford's 
Middle Street Grammar School, where he acquired the nickname 
“Pinkie,” derived from his middle name Pinkham. Just how he be- 
gan to take up painting is obscure. A celebrated landscapist of the 
pe Albert Bierstadt, lived across the street from the Ryder 

ome, and it is possible that Pinkie was impressed by his eminence 
in the community, though there is no record that they ever met. 
Members of the Ryder family, however, later remembered that 
Pinkie, from the age of 4, used to lie on his stomach by the hour 
painting in a little picture book that was his fondest possession. 
‘They also remembered that he had weak eyes even as a child. 

From these meager records of childhood the scene shifts to New 
York, where the family moved after the Civil War. There William, 
the sound businessman of the family, had married and opened a res- 
taurant with his father-in-law. Soon afterward William branched 
out into the hotel business, running what has since become an old 
Greenwich Village landmark, the Hotel Albert, named presumably 
after Albert Ryder. About 1870 the Ryder family joined William in 
New York. The father tried the restaurant business himself, failed, 
became successively a milkman and a church sexton, and then just 


In New York, Albert took his first uncertain steps toward an artis- 
tic career. Refused admission to the National Academy of Design, 
he got a job as an assistant to a jovial, alcoholic painter and en- 
graver named William E. Marshall, who had a studio over a store 
on lower Broadway. Throughout his life Ryder got little encour- 
agement from his family. When one acquaintance told his father he 
had talent for painting the old man shrugged and said, “Well, Cap'n, 
T'm glad if you and others think so—I don’t understand him.” 

Ryder made the Academy of Design on his second try and went 
to live in a room by himself. Not long afterward brother William 
found him existing in a state of semistarvation and brought him back 
to the hotel to recuperate. But at the hotel Ryder persisted in an- 
noying his brother by fraternizing and eating with the servants, 
and after some heated arguments he left. Later one of these servants, 
a waiter and a friend of Ryder, lost all his money on a wild bet at 
the race track and committed suicide. The event inspired Ryder to 
paint his famous picture The Race Track, in which death rides a fren- 
zied horse around a desolate course suffused in ghostly twilight. 


Tall, soft-spoken, rather shy 


LTHOUGH full recognition came to Ryder only after he ha 
passed his period of greatest creative power, from 1875 to 1895, 
he enjoyed a certain reputation almost from the beginning. By 1873 
he was exhibiting his first pictures. Two years later he had acquired 
a dealer and was regarded in a limited circle as one of the promising 
young painters of New York. During this period, as far as we know, 
yder showed a few symptoms of the solitary habits of his later 
years. He was a tall, soft-spoken, rather shy young man with a sparse, 
poetic-looking red beard, who enjoyed the company of many friends 
and treated women with a rather distant and chivalrous admira- 
tion, In society, however, he was inclined to be very reserved and he 
was already in the habit of taking long nocturnal walks about Man- 
hattan studying effects of moonlight and shadow. Sometime around 
1880 he began branching out from his early preoccupation with 
simple landscapes toward more imaginative kinds of painting. 

Ryder made a number of trips to Europe, but he seems to have 
taken little interest in the classics of Europe’s great art galleries, and 
no interest whatever in the work of the French impressionist paint- 
ers, who were then the rage of progressive art circles. What seems to 
have impressed him most was the sight of moonlight on the Atlan- 
tic. He would be found pacing the deck at all hours of the night, 
deeply engrossed in the spectacle of the sea. 

Ryder’s| love of the sea brought him into close friendship for a time 
with a Captain John Robinson of the Atlantic Transport Line. Rob- 
inson, who painted as a hobby, would invite Ryder to dine aboard 
his ship, the Minnehaha, when it was in New York Harbor; after 
dinner Ryder would spend the evenings on the ship’s bridge, gazing 
at the shipping as it moved up and down the Hudson River. Once 
Captain Robinson took Ryder to England and back. Ryder spent his 
time on this trip either staring at the sea or lying on the floor of 
his cabin painting pictures. 

When not painting or gazing at the sea Ryder was likely to be 
found in the middle of some busy Manhattan intersection lost in con- 
templation of some other natural wonder. A critic who knew him 
well wrote, “One summer afternoon I saw him standing at the curb

The 
Fitzpatricks now decided to take care of Ryder in his distress. They 
moved with him out to Elmhurst, Long Island, where they lived 
first in a boardinghouse and later in a home of their own. Here 
Ryder had a front room with a southern exposure and a little porch 
where he could sit in the sun. 

When his 70th birthday approached, Mrs. Fitzpatrick wrote to 
all his friends, suggesting that they remember him with letters. 
Ryder spent the day lying in bed reading them over and over. A 
week later he died. The cause of death wes Bright’s disease. He was 
buried in the family plot in New Bedford. 

Ryder died a very famous man. Obituary notices and magazine 
articles shone with such impre: ements as “the last of the 
romantici: great native the Thoreau of painting,” 
"the Whitman of the brush,” “astonishing ability as a draughts- 
man,” “his workis the essence of poetry.” Clever forgers had already 
begun to flood the market with fake Ryders, complete with impene- 
trable shadows, moonlight and cracks. Next to Corot he soon became 
probably the most widely faked paintei er of modern times. In the doz- 
en years after his death the critics’ praise kept mounting steadily. 

But these encomiums would probably have meant little to the 
detached, dreamy mind of Albert Pinkham Ryder. There is, among 
the manuscripts he left behind, a poem called The Voice of the Night 
Wind. lt is a painter’s poem, and not very sophisticated, but its 
mood is pure Ryder. Two stanzas of it go as follows: 
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hen you have 6 children and 15 grand- 

children to help watch out for, your job 
gets pretty important. You begin to do a lot 
of thinking when somebody tries to take it 
away from you. 


“You see, I’m Bill Riggs, a master cooper here 
in Louisville, and I’ve been making charred 
oak barrels for aging good whiskey for almost 
as long as I can remember. It’s a good job, 
and I'm proud of it. 


“But I'll never forget those awful prohibition 
years between 1920 and 1933, In those days I 
saw a lot of coopers, bottle makers, and other 
people who made supplies for the distillers, out 
of work and broke. 


* * * 


“Then, in ’33, we Americans got sick of rotten 
bootleg whiskey, gang wars, graft—all those 
things that went along with prohibition. We 
voted for a legal liquor business that the peo- 
ple could control. 


“The last 17 years sure proved we did the 
smart thing. Today over a million people are 
making a decent living in the legal liquor busi- 
ness. Uncle Sam is collecting 114 billion dollars 
a year in excise taxes on distilled spirits alone 


—just when he needs every dime for defense. 
We're getting good liquor, made and sold un- 
der the strictest laws . . . and that’s the way we 
want it! What’s more, people are wiser about 
how they drink than ever before.

“But some folks just never learn. We've still 
got some die-hards in this country who refuse 
to string along with the rest of us. They want 
to bring prohibition back, even if nobody wins 
but the moonshiner. 


“Take the last couple of years, for instance. In 
California, Oregon, South Dakota, Arkansas, 
and Arizona, the ‘professional drys’ got all 
steamed up again at election time.

VALDO MAGNANI QUIT COMMUNIST PARTY LAST MONTH 


ALDO CUCCHI, HIS BEST FRIEND, WENT WITH HIM 


ITALY’S RED FRONT BEGINS TO CRACK 


In exclusive interview leaders who quit explain they finally had to choose between party and country 
by FRANCIS NOEL-BAKER 


HERE was nothing really sinister 

about the cobbled side street in 

Bologna. Yet as I turned into it, 
squinting in the morning sunshine to 
find house No. 8/2 on Via Ca’ Selva- 
tica, I felt that I was being watched 
from shuttered windows and shad- 
owed doorways. I was walking alone; 
it had seemed disereet to dismiss the 
car a few blocks back. 

At No. 8/2 I found a flat labeled 
“Cucchi.” When I knocked on the 
double door three neatly dressed men, 
whom I took to be ex-Partisan follow- 
ers of Magnani and Cuchi, opened it 
carefully. Since I was expected, they rin 
simply looked me over and went back 
to their listless card game, cigarets 
dangling from their lips. I sat down to 
await my chat with the two deputies whose declaration of independ- 
ence from Moscow had drawn the wrathful fire of world Commu 

Magnani appeared first. An intellectual-looking man, with rimle: 
glasses and bushy hair brushed straight back in a “Communist cut 
he shook my hand and asked me to wait. A few minutes later he came 
back and led me into a larger room, overfurnished but carpetl 
There Cucchi stood up to greet me. Over a bottle of sweet, yellowish 
liqueur we began our talk and for an hour and three quarters, they 
spun out—in phrases often still clouded with the lingering fog of Marx-

ian dialectic—their story of slow disenchantment and rebellion. 

I knew something of their record. Valdo Magnani, 38, tall and volu- 
ble, had a degree in economies when he became a Communist in 1936. A

A superb organizer, he built Communist membership in his area to 
67,000—more than the entire membership of the C.P. in England. 


The biggest political news last 
month from Western Europe 
was the appearance of a gaping 
crack in the structure of the 
Communist party in Italy.

Cucchi, 39, stocky and tough-look- 
ing, was Magnani’s closest friend. Son 
of a butcher, he became a surgeon, was 
decorated for his Partisan heroism 
during the war. A member of the med- 
ical faculty at Bologna’s local univer- 

ity, he has been head of the Commu- 
t cooperatives in his province. 

These were no small fry, but big 
men in the party, Both were leaders 
in the Red-dominated National Asso- 
ciation of Italian Partisans (A.N.P.1.). 
Both had won Communist seats in 
Parliament—which they sought to re- 
sign when they abandoned the party 
three weeks ago. Since then they had 
shunned the press and stayed in seclu- 
sion in Cucchi’s flat, writing their man- 
ifesto and collecting their thoughts 
after the terrific mental and spiritual shock of their break. I was seeing 
them less as a journalist than in the role of a socialist ex-M.P. 

We had only begun to talk, in a mixture of French and Italian, 
when another man appeared in the room, a plump, professional type 
in a gray suit and neat bow tie. “he ced wryly, “am the 
“third man’; you've probably heard about me. was Dr. Riccardo 
Cocconi, member of the Reggio Emilia’s party secretariat, who had 
quit only Feb. 6 in disgust at that body's handling of the Magnani- 
Cuechi resignatioi 

To Magnani I said, “Well. so you are no longer a deputy?” 

“You're mistaken there,” he said. “I still am one, and Cucchi here 
too. A deputy’s resignation must be ratified by the chambers. That 
ratification hasnt been voted.” 

“T suppose only the Communists and perhaps Mr. Nenni’s Social- 
ist friends voted to accept the re: ignations?”” T asked, 

“No, you're mistaken there too,” said Magnani. “They simply ab- 
stained. Since we had specifically declared that we were leaving the 
party because we wanted to safeguard the independence of the country, 
the Communists could not have voted in favor of letting us resign with- 
out seeming openly to oppose national defense. The risk was too great.”

“Well,” I asked, “Show far back does it go—your dis 
or whatever it was that made you leave the party?” 

Tt goes back,” said Magnani earnestly, “not to any specific politi- 
cal point, but to a very profound and deep-seated conflict between 
the top level of the party and the rank and file. When Fascism took 
power in Italy, many of our present leaders went into exile. But the 
young men and women of my generation stayed and fought Fascism 
at home. 

“In those days our chief task—and indeed one of the main reasons 
why we joined the Communist party—was the struggle against the 
dictatorship under which we lived. W hen Fascism began to crumble 
we were joined by new elements, some of them linked by sentimental 
ties to early Italian Socialist movements, others fired by the resist- 
ance efforts of the Partisans. Then, when Fascism was at last destroyed 
and the party began to play a big role in the life of Italy, the leaders 

turning from abroad—began s lly imposing on it the 
id mental discipline of the monolithic international party. 

“Our party now has reached the stage where there is no longer— 
at any time or on any subject or at any level—any free, democratic 
discussion. The meetings of cells, branches and federations are simply 
sounding boards for slogans handed down from above. An attempt at 
discussion or debate is at once branded as deviation or treachery. 

“Why, Dr. Cocconi was a member of the party only a few days ago, 
=” Here he pointed at Cocconi, who spoke up for the first time. 

that’s right,” said Cocconi in precise Italian. “I was a mem- 
ber of the provincial executive committee Magnani had served as sec- 
retary. It was late Tuesday night that I was summoned to a meeting 
where the resignations were to be formally condemned. Even in that 
small circle of party officers, all of whom had had long and close per- 
sonal ties with Magnani, no discussion was allowed. They didn’t even 
read the letter through—they rushed through it in an unintelligible 
fashion and nobody could comment at all.”

The early worries 


seemed a good time to ask them to compare their break with 

Tito’s movement in Yugoslavia, whence I had just come, and I 
pointed out to Magnani that the Italian press itself had drawn an 
obvious parallel. 

Magnani shook his head firmly. “No, no,” he said. “There is no 
parallel.” And then he continued with characteristic Latin disparage- 
ment of his Slavic neighbors. “Nearly all the Russian satellites are 
backward countries, with industrially undeveloped Slavie popula- 
tions. For Eastern peoples, who have never known real democracy, 
some kind of dictatorship (whether Stalinism, Titoism or whatever) 
is perhaps inevitable. But for us? Why, Bologna was a self-governing 
city-state hundreds of years ago. It was precisely to fight that kind of 
authoritarianism that we entered the Communist party—and that 
we have now left it.” 

From all they said it was clear that both Magnani and Cucchi had 
long been worrying about where the party was taking them and their 
country. Last year Magnani visited Poland and Czechoslovakia and 
was depressed by the lack of personal freedom although he conceded 
that the Poles did “a wonderful job” in the reconstruction of War- 
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COMMUNIST MAGNANI harangued fellow workers at a “peace” mass meet- 
ing in 1949. While party membership slipped nearly everywhere else throughout 
Italy during the past two years, Magnani’s province gained 10,000 new members. 


saw. Cucchi went to Russia as part of a “cultural mission.” He was 
shocked by the low Russian standard of living and said, in the pres- 
ence of both Italians and Russians, “Italian peasants live better than 
this.” Now, Cucchi told me grimly, “I am being denounced as anti- 
Russian by an Italian Communist who was with me in Russia. But in 
Russia you should have heard what he said to me about the Russians!”” 

The process of disillusionment, however, did not run its course until 
a few weeks ago at the Communists’ annual provincial congress in 
Reggio Emilia. It was there and only there that members had the 
right according to the party constitution—and Magnani italicized 
this point with an emphatic finger—to pose problems and demand 
discussion. 


“Comrade to comrade” 


T that meeting Magnani offered a significant resolution. It con- 

demned the De Gasperi government, American imperialism, the 
Atlantic Pact, the U.N. action in Korea. It was, in fact, faithfully 
Communist—up to a point. But at that point Magnani paused and 
said, “And now I want to talk to you as comrade to comrade.” He 
thereupon criticized the party's “peremptory type of direction” and 
dletied tliat "theevolitien can ctly.winonitha beyanetscf'an army. 
which crosses our frontiers.” Climactically, he demanded that Italian 
Communists “stand for the defense of the national territory against 
an army which from any side whatsoever . .. might cross the fron- 
tiers and invade the country... . ” With that statement Magnani 
dictated his own warrant of excommunication. 

Did that constitute treachery? Magnani scoffed. “I was bringing 
matters up in an entirely constitutional way,” he said. “If I had real- 
ly wractad be a traitor there were a million opportunities. In my 
position as party secretary, with my contacts, I might actually have 
started a subversive organization right inside the party. That,” he 
emphasized, “is ly what I didn’t do. 

“But would you believe it,” he said, “the rank and file at the con- 
gress didn’t even understand the meaning of my speech? At the begin- 
ning they applauded mechanically, thinking that I was presenting 
official opinion. The only people who really understood were members 
of the executive up on the platform,” The leaders of course under- 
stood only too well. They instantly forced the withdrawal of Magna- 
ni’s resolution. 

“I realized then that it was hopeless,” he said, “and that the only 
thing left for me was to get out of the party.” 

At such a meeting Communist protocol calls for bouquets of lowers 
to be presented to leaders on the platform. At the beginning of the 
meeting Magnani’s bouquet was the biggest of all. At the end more 
flowers were presented—and this time Magnani got the smallest bou- 
quet. That was the first sign that something had gone wrong. 

Magnani talked things over with his old friend Cucchi, and they 
decided to resign together. Back in Rome a few days later Cucchi was 
asked to call at party headquarters in the Via Botteghe Escure— “the 
street of the dark shops.” Said the taciturn Cucchi, “I waited for an 
hour and a half to see D’Onofrio (Senator Edoardo d’Onofrio, amem- 
ber of the party directorate in Rome) who had summoned me. But I 
was not received. So I got tired of waiting and went away.” 

Cucchi’s rebellion was now as boldly plain as Magnani’s. For such

two ugly gestures were made in that direction. The first took place 
when Walter Audisio, the notorious “Colonel Valerio” who won 
his fame for kidnaping and shooting Mussolini, came around to 
the Rome apartment where they were staying and tried to per- 
suade the two rebels to go to party headquarters in his car. “We 
didn’t get in,” said Magnani briefly. 

“I can see why you wouldn't,” I prompted. 

Magnani smi ou and other people will no doubt draw your 
own conclusions about what would have happened to us. But our 
biggest fear was simply of finding ourselves once again in those fa- 
miliar surroundings, talking to comrades to whom we had been 
bound by 14 years of loyalty and companionship. Conditioned as 
we still are to the mental discipline of the party, we were afraid that 

the moral pressure might even then 
have been too much for us. We might 
even then at that last moment have 
yielded to persuasion, recanted and 
remained silent, 

The second “incident” which Ma- 
gnani and Cucchi interpreted as a 
kidnaping attempt took place as they 
wereleaving Rome. On the train plat- 
form they were accosted by three 
men. One of them Magnani and Cuc- 
chi immediately recognized as Do- 
menico Ciufoli,a Communist deputy 
who is reputed to be the overlord of 
the party’s kidnaping machinery in 
Tral foli insisted that they come 
with him. They declined with thanks. 
The argument was just about to be- 
come ugly when a Socialist deputy 
who knew both Magnani and Cucchi 
came along and threatened to call 
the police. The three men wentaway. 

Magnani and Cucchi boarded a 
train, got off at Florence, mailed in 
their party resignations. They unobtrusively continued on in a lit- 
tle Fiat driven by a friend who met them in Florence. In Bologna 
they holed up, guarded by close friends from Partisan days, while 
riisoreprecd that they wore till a Rome! Meauwhilemewe of What 
they had done surged through the province where the Communists 
have built their best-organized federation in all Italy. In the indus- 
trial city of Bologna, where Red city councilmen are waited on by 
Red grocers, doormen and dustmen and where the party’s bureauc- 
racy has 40 people on its payroll, there was consternation. 

When I as Magnani if old comrades hadn’t rallied to his de- 
fense, he pointed to a pile of fan mail on the big mahogany table 
that dominated the cheerless room. “Where's that letter from the 
priest?” he asked Cuchi. Cuchi plowed through the papers to find 
Metter which, I had already been told, said in effect, “How happy 
Lam that you have seen the light. Iam going to pray for your soul.” 
Being doubly excommunicated, once by the church and then by the 
party, Magnani was surely a man who stood in need of prayer. 

Another letter, signed by “'a group of friendly comrades,” as- 
sured him, Valdo—we are all with you. We want an independent 
Italy with social laws and no war or revolution. . . . All Italy will 
be with you. Long live Socialism! 

Magnani was obviously intensely proud of these letters He went 
on to explain, “There are undoubtedly a number of workers 
who feel as we do, but they still cannot face the idea of Hegre the 
party. Some of them, good friends of ours, will accept and even 
repeat the party’s denunciation of us—otherwise they would find 
themselves in the same ordeal that we have gone through. It is an 
ordeal they would not enjoy.” 

But the bold example has been set, and other rebels have raised 
their voices. One was Giovanni Mariani, another member of the 
Reggio Emilia Provincial Central Committee. At least one other 
leader in the A.N.P.I. partisan organization also resigned. The patri- 
otic issue the deputies r: —the defense of Italy—has reportedly 
caused a serious split through the Communist-bossed A.N.P.I. 
ranks. Senator Pietro Secchia, deputy secretary of the party, has 
been urgently called back to Moscow, where he and his boss, Pal- 
miro Togliatti (already in Moscow), have a lot of explaining to do. 
Recently, when the Ministry of Defense issued cards to Italian re- 
servists telling them where to report in an emergency, the Commu- 
nists exhorted their members to send their cards back to the offices 
from which they came as a gesture of protest.
